from Germ a ny for the deva st a tion of 
northern Fra nce, 
Mrs. Wilson With Him. 
A c om pa n led by Mrs. Wilson, A d­ 
mira l Gra y son a nd a very sm a ll party 
the president left the Murat residence 
in Pa ris 
ea rly this morning.

party motored first to Cha teuu-Thier- 
ry , where they ha d luncheon a boa rd 
a wa iting tra in. Then they proceeded 
In motor to R h e im s pa ssing through 
ma ny ruined villa ges a nd a long the 
old fighting line, where evid ence of 
comba t wer e still pla inly to be seen. 
Atfe** visiting Rheims the y a ba n­ 
doned the ca rs a nd boa rded a specia l 
tra in, returning to Pa ris.

by the defea ted e n e m y In his flight.
